Prodrive switches from old Hella site to purpose-built option

MOTORSPORT firm Prodrive is to 
move into a purpose-built site near 
Banbury. 

Up to 400 of its workers will move a short 
distance down the M40 from their current 
base, which is due to be redeveloped into a 
shopping centre. 

The company had intended to move into 
the former Hella factory site in Banbury but 
after protracted planning and legal wrangles, 
has decided to opt for a new factory. 

Chairman David Richards said: "Our 
current site was a familiar landmark in 
Banbury for the millions of motorists who 
have driven up and down the M40 over the 
last 30 years. 

"I'm pleased to have spent a considerable 
amount of time assessing various sites in the 
Banbury area and our new location will 
command a similarly high profile alongside 
the motorway. 

"This larger facility will allow Prodrive to

expand into new and exciting arenas 
beyond motorsport over the coming years." 

Construction of the new building, less 
than a mile from its present home, will start 
within weeks and the company hopes to 
move in by March 2015. 

But staff have already started to move out 
of part of the current premises, as work on 
the Banbury Gateway retail park is due to 
start any day.

Company spokesman Ben Sayer said: "We 
will be in a smaller space until next March. 
There was a spare building on the site which 
we have converted into offices and part of 
the distribution centre has been converted 
into workshops." 

Originally it had been planned to move 
over 200 staff from the company's other base 
at Milton Keynes to the new Banbury HQ. 

But because of the protracted planning row 
over the shopping centre, the lease on the 
facility had to be renewed, so they will stay 
put. 

The new Banbury facility will be Prodrive's 
third move, having been originally based at 
Silverstone in 1984, before transferring to 
Banbury in 1986. 

At that point, the company's single 
building housed its then BMW race and rally 
teams and looked out on to fields. It wasn't 
until 1991 that the M40 was extended from 
Oxford to Birmingham, passing right in front 
of the company's headquarters. 

Over the last 28 years, the company has 
expanded from one to 12 separate buildings. 

Mr Richards added: "While we are best 
known for motorsport, this represents just a 
third of our turnover. 

"Walk around our site today and you will 
see Aston Martin racing cars and Mini rally 
cars being prepared in workshops right next 
to advanced active aero systems for road¬ 
going supercars; interior modules for luxury 
cars; advanced hybrid systems; and even the 
next generation of control systems for racing 
yachts."

Horton is still going strong, 
providing music, news and 
interviews for the Banbury 
hospital's patients. 

It was all started by 
journalists Ted Hanson, now 76, 
and the late Graham Wilton. 

The current station manager, 
Stewart Green, said: "It was 
something for the patients to do, 
because there was nothing else 
to entertain them in hospital. 

"To start with it was just one 
show a week for an hour. But it 
grew and grew as patients asked 
for more." 

He added: "Our aim is still to 
entertain the patients. 

"We go round the wards 
three times a week to talk to 
patients, get requests and 
messages. 

"We go to the children's ward 
every week and the kids have 


their own little show. 

"It's a way of bringing people 
together." 

To celebrate its 50th birthday, 
the station went on a tour 
across Banbury, catching up 
with local celebrities and 
supporters. 

The special guests included 
Countryfile's John Craven, X- 


Factor voiceover star Peter 
Dickson and Banbury's MP Sir 
Tony Baldry. 

Mr Green, 56, said: "We 
went out and about in the 
community. We had a lot of 
guests popping in with celebrity 
messages. 

"It was a massive success." 

Radio Horton took a 


technical leap when it went 
online in 2010, broadcasting 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 

Mr Green, from Banbury, 
said: "We always felt there was 
a need for Radio Horton to be 
broadcast to the wider 
community." 

In just ten months more than 
20,800 listeners tuned in online. 

He added: "This just proves 
that we are delivering a service 
people can't get anywhere else." 

Earlier this year, the station 
was named as the best 
organisation at the Banbury 
Community Awards. 

Fifty years after it was 
founded, this was the first award 
the station had won. 

Mr Green, who has worked at 
the radio station since 1982, 
said: "We were very pleased.

County's shale gas drilling licences now up for grabs 


COMPANIES are now able to apply for 
licences to prospect for shale gas in 
Oxfordshire. 

A map released by the Department of 
Energy and Climate Change includes areas 
in North Oxfordshire as available for 
"fracking". 

Earlier this month it was reported that an 
expanse in the north of the county had been 
identified as a possible source of shale gas 
by the British Geological Survey. 

The area includes Banbury, Bicester and 
Kidlington. Licences have to be granted 
before drilling could begin. 

"Fracking" is a method of shale gas 


extraction that involves drilling deep into 
the ground and pumping water, sand and 
chemicals into the rock to fracture it and so 
release reserves of gas and oil. 

Now businesses can bid for these 
licences. Applicants must be able to show 
they understand the "environmental 
sensitivities" to the area. 

Business and Energy Minister Matthew 
Hancock said: "Unlocking shale gas in 
Britain has the potential to provide us with 
greater energy security, jobs and growth. 

"We must act carefully, minimising risks, 
to explore how much of our large resource 
can be recovered to give the UK a new 


home-grown source of energy. 

"As one of the cleanest fossil fuels, shale 
gas can be a key part of the UK's answer to 
climate change and a bridge to a much 
greener future. 

"Newly published guidance will protect 
Britain's great national parks and 
outstanding landscapes. 

"Building on the existing rules, which 
ensure operational best practices, are 
implemented and robustly enforced. 
Ultimately, done right, speeding up fracking 
will mean more jobs and opportunities for 
people and help ensure long-term economic 
and energy security for our country."

The RT Rev Colin Fletcher, Bishop 
of Dorchester, will bless the windows 
- one of which is dedicated to the First 
World War - at 7.30pm. 

At 8.30pm a procession will march 
to St Mary's Church, in Horsefair, 
before a vigil service starts at 9pm. 

From 9.30pm the names of those 
who died in the war will be recited 
before the vigil in Westminster 
Abbey is broadcast from 10pm. 

The town council will also 
publish Banbury - The Flistory and 
the Fleritage of World War One , a 
free book about the town's role in 
the war effort. 

Town councils, parish councils 
and community groups in 
Cherwell district can ask for a 
slice of a £20,000 fund to 
restore war memorials.

being proposed for the site which 
will mostly be two- or two-and-a- 
half storeys high. 

The application states there will 
be around 35 homes per hectare 
and layout has been "based on 
analysis of the local street 
pattern" and "local character". 

Around 120 units - 30 per cent 
- will be affordable housing and 
the rest private. 

Parking will be provided in 
plots, garages and car ports and 
additional parking will provided 
along internal roads. 

It would be less than 2km from 


the centre of the town, around 15 
to 20 minutes walk away. 

The designs which have been 
put forward are not part of 
Cherwell's Local Plan - the 
blueprint for future development 
- which is still under discussion. 

The Oxfordshire Strategic 
Housing Market Assessment has 
identified a need for around 
1,140 dwellings per year in the 
district between 2011 and 2031. 

The plans for the housing 
development were submitted last 
week by Savills on behalf of Mr 
M Horgan and Barwood Strategic 
Land II LLP.

■ Inspectors say achievement 'commendable 7 

Police praised 
over staffing - 
despite the cuts 


INSPECTORS have praised 
Thames Valley Police for making 
savings, while increasing the 
number of officers and staff in 
frontline roles. 

A report just released by Her 
Majesty's Inspectorate of 
Constabulary for England and Wales 
says the force's achievement was 
commendable and demonstrates its 
ambition and commitment to keep 
communities safe. 

Its overall judgement is that the 
force provides good value for 
money and that it's on track to save 
almost £59m by March 2015 - 
£12.4m this financial year and 
£10.8m in 2015/16. 

The Responding to Austerity 
report states: "As a proportion of its 
overall budget, this savings 
requirement of 12 per cent is lower 
than the value for England and 
Wales; however, Thames Valley was 
a comparatively efficient force at the 
beginning of this spending review

and this meant it had to work harder 
than some other forces to find the 
additional savings." 

And inspectors said despite these 
challenges, the force had been able 
to deploy an extra 19 officers to 
local policing areas and a further 15 
to child protection. 

But those involved in the report 
said a number of officers and staff 
had described morale in the force as 
being "low" with some expressing 
the view that change was "being 
done to them". 

And it said: "Despite some 
communication arrangements being 
in place, some staff and officers 
were unaware of issues facing the 
force and the rationale for the 
proposed changes being 
progressed." 

TVP's overall grade of "good" was 
in line with 34 other police forces. 
Five forces were listed as 


"outstanding" while three were 
graded as "requiring improvement". 

The report also revealed that by 
March next year there would be a 
drop in the number of police 
officers of 77, but this was much 
lower than the England and Wales 
average of an 11 per cent drop - it's 
two per cent for Thames Valley. 

However, the number of special 
constables, who are unpaid 
volunteers, will jump by 72 per cent 
to 700 by next year. Special 
constables have the same powers as 
professional police. 

Chief Constable Sara Thornton 
said: "We are pleased that the report 
recognises Thames Valley Police's 
dedication to providing a high- 
quality policing service to the 
communities we serve. 

"It reinforces our belief that we 
are making the right decisions, 
which have resulted in crime in the 
Thames Valley being at its lowest for 
25 years. This is something we can 
be very proud of."

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Vaccine bid to 
beat bovine TB

■ Funding leads to plan 
to inoculate badgers 


OXFORDSHIRE badgers are 
set to be be vaccinated 
against bovine TB, as the 
Government is now funding 
organisations to inoculate 
animals in disease-affected 
hotspots. 

The Badger Edge Vaccination 
Scheme will operate in at-risk 
areas of the country, including 
Oxfordshire. As previously 
reported, 63 badger sets in the 
county were affected by TB in 
March alone, and farmers say

they are struggling to contain the 
disease. 

Somerton dairy farmer Ian 
Corner lost two cows in 
February to TB - despite the fact 
his cattle do not come into 
contact with any other cows. 

He said: "If cattle have to be 
tested, then the wildlife should 
also be tested. 

"All the testing and 

monitoring is not 
controlling it. We'll 
have to keep living 
like this until some 
really proper action 
is taken to stop the 
spread." 

Dominic Dyer, of 
the Badger Trust and 
Care for the Wild, 
said: "It's great to see 
the Government 
pushing ahead with 
this scheme. 

"Badgers are no 
more than a minor 
player when it comes 
to bovine TB. Culling 
them is a completely 
pointless, unscientific 
and ultimately 
unsuccessful way of 
dealing with them, so 
focussing on 
vaccination in these 
key areas is a good 
way to go." 

He said that the 
main problem forTB 
was that up to 20 per 
cent of the tests 
which showed cattle 
were healthy were 
wrong - meaning 
there could be 
thousands of infected 
cows hiding in herds.

EARTH TO ECHO (PG, 91 mins)

I n 1982, ET phoned home and 
now another stranded extra¬ 
terrestrial requires the assistance 
of pint-sized heroes to safely return 
to the stars in Dave Green's 
fantastical family-oriented 
adventure. 

Earth To Echo begs obvious 
similarities to Steven Spielberg's 
classic coming-of-age story and the 
1987 fantasy *Batteries Not 
Included. 

Green's special effects-laden 
picture lacks the emotional wallop 
of the former and the unabashed 
charm of the latter, but does tread a 
familiar path through fresh eyes by 
employing the found footage format 
a la Paranormal Activity. 

Characters address an 
omnipresent video camera, 
verbalising their excitement and 
fear as a night-time bicycle ride into 
the desert becomes a rescue 
mission of galactic proportions. 

"I'm Reginald. I'm a bit of an 
acquired taste... that's what my 
mom says," confesses one of the 
boys in his endearingly nervous 
introduction. 

Like all examples of the genre, 
the lens invariably points in the 
right direction, regardless of 
realism, to capture important 
conversations and push forward the 
storyline. 

"What you're about to see is what 


happened to me and my friends one 
year ago," explains Tuck (Brian 
"Astro" Bradley). 

In fragmented footage, we meet 
Tuck's best friends Alex (Teo Halm) 
and Reginald, aka Munch, (Reese 
Hartwig) after they learn that a 
highway construction project is 
going to tear apart their community 
of Clark County, Nevada. 

The lads will have to relocate to 
different parts of the country, 
signalling the end of their balmy 
childhood. 

On their last night together, the 
boys follow strange signals on their 
mobile phones into the desert. 

"I never understood why people 
like the outdoors," wheezes Munch. 

They uncover a friendly robot, 
who has become stranded on Earth, 
and the boys pledge to help their 
otherworldly friend locate the 
missing parts of his spaceship so he 
can return home. 

Plucky classmate Emma (Ella 
Wahlestedt) joins the trio as they 
evade shady government officials 
led by Dr Lawrence Masden (Jason 
Gray-Stanford), who are also 
hunting Echo. 

"He just wants to go home!" 
pleads one of the children. 

"That will not happen," sneers 
Masden, "that thing is far too 
valuable." 

Earth To Echo is a state-of-the-art 
ode to ET and its imitators that ups 
the technical ante for a generation 
that prefers to swipe at tablets and 
smart phones rather than go outside 
and play.

UPDATING a super-successful 
model is possibly the scariest proj¬ 
ect that a carmaker can embark on.
